With more than five and a half Inch¬ 
es of moisture precipitated in twen¬ 
ty-four hours and more than nine inch¬ 
es for the storm period, last week may 
be said to have been very wet in and 
about Sierra Madre. Other Southern 
California towns and cities thought 
they were having a wet time as well, 
but as usual, Sierra Madre’s record 
tops the list. 

One beauty of a heavy rain in Sierra 
Madre, however, ia the fact that when 
the rain ceases the tiood is soon past. 
Dwing to the hillside location there 
is no water left standing around on 
the landscape. It soaks in or runs oft 
to the lowlands. 

The storm period lasted all weak 
with a brief cessation Friday and Sat¬ 
urday. The rainfall which began Sat¬ 
urday afternoon was the top notcher 
for the season, continuing without ces¬ 
sation till Sunday noon, and linishing 
up with siiowers Sunday afternoon and 
evening. During the early hours Sun¬ 
day the precipitation was about as 
heavy as it ever becomes here. 

Sunday morning saw gutters and 
gullies running full with floods racing 
toward the valley. In the big ditch on 
Baldwin avenue, the water reached a 
higher level than had been seen for 
years and washed out several small 
plank bridges. 

About 40 feet of the handsome gran¬ 
ite retaining wall around the residence 
of Frank Fraiberg gave way before 
the immense pressure of the water 
soaked earth. 

In Little Santa Anita Canyon a 
beautiful water fall w.ta created by the 
liow over the dam where W. S. Col¬ 
lins had the big swimming pool built 
last summer. Incidentally Mr. Collins 
has several hundred tons of gravel and 
rock for sale, the liood having washed 
the pool full, as was foretold by ev^|^ 
one who had had experience with 
storm water in the canyon. While 
building the pool Mr. Collins was ad¬ 
vised by his contractor and others to 
put in a flood gate at the lower end, 
or build a storm channel around the 
pool, but he thought it unnecessary. 
The accumulated gravel may find a 
ready sale to prospective builders in 
the canyon. 

Some washing is reported along the 
mountain trails, but without serious 
damage, or anything to make travel 
dangerous. However the water is re¬ 
ported to have reached a level in tbe 
Big Santa Anita which may cause cab¬ 
in owners and prospective builders to 
give more thought to the possible ef¬ 
fect of storm water. 


MEETING OF TRUSTEES 

Prohibition of chance and gambling 
games of every sort is the aim of an 
ordinance Introduced at last night's 
meeting of the city trustees. It puts 
the lian on all games played with cards, 
dice "or any other device" where mon- 
e.v, eheoka or merchandise are at 
stnka. 

The ordinance pboviding for the as¬ 
sessment and collection of city taxes 
by the county was adopted. It will 
take effect In time for this year’s as¬ 
sessment.

But the pressure on the t»«ird of control 
from school trustws and others in urgent nisHl of a market for their lionds 
was too great and the board was unalile to purchase more of the city’s bonds. 

This led the city trustees to again look for a purchaser in the open market. 
A method of selling the bonds at.par, and nt the saim! lime paying a coninils- 
sioii for such sale, ns was then lielng done by other cities, waa suggested liy a 
loeiil liond house and adopted by the city trustees in the ex|Mwtatlon that the

Overwork in connection with business 
affairs is assigned as the cause of the 
breakdown which led to his present 
trouble. Relatives have been endeav¬ 
oring to prevent prosecution of crimin¬ 
al charges by making good the losses 
Involved.

Loss to Editorial Ranks— 

In the passing of Charles Dwight 
Willard Southein California loses, one 
of the most commanding figures in Its 
editorial ranks and a dominant mind 
from the fight for human welfare. I 
think I never saw Mr. Willard, yet he 
seemed like a friend, for I always look¬ 
ed first for his contributions when the 
California Outlook arrived. He was 
my favorite political writer, and his 
sane progress!velsm and philosophical 
good humor have proved a source of 
jnspiratlim to thousands. To one not 
acriu.ilnted with Mr. Willard’s writings 
it may seem strange that political edi¬ 
torials could inspire any particular 
feeling of personal friandliness. Prob¬ 
ably It was due to his optimistic view 
of politics ns a means of promoting 
human welfare and happiness rather 
than .as a matter of parties and jobs. 
But his effectiveness was due in no 
small degree to thorough understanding 
of the old style political game. To him 
probably more than to any other one 
man Southern California owes the free 
harbor at San Pedro as well as her 
emanci|^tlon from the old political 
(luagmlres. His long fight against 
heavy odds of ill health was a brave 
one. I am glad he lived to see the 
realisation of so much of the good for 
which he fought.
